Reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closet 
prior art was that which was cited in the previous office action filed on 05/1 2/201 1 . 
Kihlberg reference discloses a method and apparatus for production and use of 11 C 
monoxide in labeling synthesis. Linstrom and Zeisler uses aryl or alkyl iodides or vinyl 
triflates in the presence of a palladium catalyst and a tin reagent to make ketones. But 
Linstrom and Zeisler does not suggest making ketones using the triflates of the formula 
R-i-OTf, wherein Ri is linear or cyclic alkyl or substituted alkyl or heteroaryl group in 
combination with the boronic acids reagents as claimed. The claimed subject matter is 
not taught or suggested by the cited reference and thus, the claimed subject matter is 
considered to be novel and patentably distinct over the prior art of the record. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
